Measuring Distances 
On The Moon 


The Dearborn <Observatoryy: at» Hdison; 
astronomers*to @heck on the value 
offrefraction by the earth’s atmosphere. The 
astronomers confirm the fact that the at- 
mosphere acts like a lens, bending incoming 
rays of light downward. 

Every astronomical body, including the 
sun, moon and stars, are used in navigation 
and, therefore, appear somewhat higher in 
the sky than they actually are. When the sun 
or moon appears on the horizon, it is actually 
below the horizon. 

Because the ‘moon carries on its surface 
the most accurately known yardsticks, the 
astronomers measured distances between 
lunar ‘mountains, craters and other. points, 
These distances were measured by teles- 
copes to an accuracy estimated to be about 
300 feet on the surface of the moon. 

In general, the study by the astronomers 
confirms the. theoretical refraction tables 
long established and used by navigators, both 
military and civilian. One of the astrono- 
mers, however, says that the tables-of cor- 
rection for temperature. pressure’ and pos- 
sibly the humiidity of the atmosphere need 
revision and it is planned to carry on another 
study of this kind in the near future. The 
study just completed is nevertheless a scien- 


. tific milestone and the measurements taken 


on the moon may some day prove to be use- 
ful to that adventurer who pilots his rocket 
craft to the moon in search of adventure and 
a new world. 


Wonder Drugs 


It is probably correct to say that medical 
science has made greater strides in the de- 
velopment of new drugs in the past two de- 
cades than in the entire history of medicine. 
New wonder drugs are now used not only to 
relieve pain and distress but also to remove 
the causes of disease. 

The history of the wonder drugs began 
back in 1932 with the discovery of the sulpha 
drugs. Now ths list of wonder drugs include 
in addition to the sulphas, penicillin, strepto- 
mycin. aureomycin; chloromycetin, terramy- 
cin, bacitracin, neomycin, atabrine, penta- 
guin, chloroquin, paludrin, and the hormone, 
cortisone 

One out of the every four persons striken 
with pneumonia died 20 years ago, but today 


‘Most victims are healed with penicillin in 


three or four days. With the development of 


-isonicotinic acids hydrazide, some tubercul- 


osis victims have literally been pulled back 
from the brink of the grave. 

But even considering the great advances 
that medical science has made in the past 
few years, the challenge of finding drugs 
and serums that will combat other major 
disease, such as cancer, which kills about 
200 thousand people each year, still faces 
those who are writing medical history. Won- 
der drugs for the treatment of the common 
cold, high blood pressure, hardening of the 
arteries. and infantile paralysis, and others 
are adil needed.

Wanted: re Deal For Municipa

Opposition*s members have 
stressed this idea through man) 
sessions of parliament, but the 
premier’s announcement in his 
nomination speech that, if elected, 
his government would take steps 
to ‘set the municipalities on their 
feet’; was the first admission 
from the government of a need 
for re-adjustment. 

The actual figures give a con- 
cise picture of the situation. Since 
1944 provincial debt has decréas- 
ed $53,000,000. During the same 
years municipal debt has advanced 
$74,000,000. This money has 
been used to meét growing costs 
of administration and capital ex 
penditure in cities, towns and vil- 
lages for improvements, particu- 
larly schools, hospitals, and utili- 
ties. 

Provincial grants to local gov- 
ernments are based on tax sched- 
ules. The Municipal Assistance 
grant is dependent on revenue 
received from a tax levied on 
each gallon of gasoline purchased. 
This is money pdid into the pro- 
vincial government by the same 
people who are receiving it again 
in the form of municipal Grants. Honey 


Voice of the People 


RURAL ELECTRIFICATION -- 


A letter in your “Voice of the 
People” by Henry Young is to the 
point and timely. No province 
gives the farmer the deal that 
Alberta does. Under the farm 
electrification scheme in use here 
the farmer pays some $1000 per 
farm to construct power lines to 
his farm. The farmer keeps up 
the lines by paying a service 
charge of $2.50 per month; turns 
them. over to the Power Com- 
pany’s use without charge, free of 
interest, or rent, and yet pays 
for the juice the regular charge of 
$4.00 per month for 200 kwh. In 
other words, the farmer is sub- 
sidizing the Power Company to 
the extent of millions of dollars 
at the instigation of the govern- 
ment. Is it any wonder the Power 
Companies think the Alberta gov- 
ernment is a “good’* government 
—but the farmers are not so 
sure, 

But this is not the only way in 
which the farmer is given the run- 
around by the government. For 
three years now they have been 
pressing for legislation which 
would authorize the formation of 
co-operative marketing boards to 
handle farm produce both within 
This 
has been authorized federally, and 
the farmers through their 54 
affiliated bodies in te AFA, with 
a membership of 65,000 or more, 
requested their central agency, 
the AFA, to ask the government 
for the necessary legislation. The 
FUA, which alone has individual 
membership of 20,000, has also 
emphatically supported this re- 
quest, yet the premier rejects the 
request on the ground that the 
MLA’s do not think the farmers 
actually want it. There is no 
doubt that farm people favor in 
overwhelming numbers the enact- 
ing of marketing legislation which 
would give them the power to 
handle the marketing of their 
own produce. 


This acknowledged ignorance of 
the’ farmers’. desires after years 
of resolutions from many organ- 
izations can only be: attributed to 
rank indifference, or to the ‘self- 
righteous ‘feeling of superior wis:
